And when the common Enemy being ſub- 
dued, the Scottiſh Army was to go out gf this Kinzdom, in the 
beginning of the year 1647. And his Majeſty by conſent of both 
Kingdoms was to come to Ho/denby , The Houſes of parliament 
did declare both to the King, and to the Kingdom of Scotland 3 
That reſpe& ſhould be had to thelatety and preſervation of his 
'Majeſties Perſon, in the preſervation and defence of the true Re- 
ligion, and Liberties of the Kingdoms, according to the Cove-- 
-nant. And when the King ſhould be at Holdenby, and the Scot-

Theſe being the engagements of both Kingdoms joyntly to- 
' gether, and ſeverally one toanother, for the ends aforelaid; We 
hold it our duty to endeavour, That reformation of Religion 
be ſetled and eſtabliſhed, as is before expreſſed; And eſpecially, 
that the toleration of Idolatry, Popery, Blalphemy, Herefie and 
Schiſm be prevented: leaſt we partake in other mens fins; and 
thereby be in danger to receive of their plagues; That the 
rights and priviledges of Parliament may be preſerved ; That 
there may be no change of the fundamentall Government; And 
that there be no harm, injury, or violence offered to his Majeſties 
perſon; the very thought whereof, the Kingdom of Scotland 
hath alwayes abhorred, as may appear by all their preceedings 
and Declarations: And the Houſes of Parliament, have upon ſe- 
veral occaſions, expreſſed a deteſtation thereof in their Pe- 
clarations. 

Wherefore, we do expe, that there ſhall be no proceeding 
againſt his Perſon, which cannot but continue and increaſe the 
great diſtraftions of theſe Kingdoms , and involve us in many 
difficulties, miſeries, and confufions: But that by the free Coun- 
cels of both Houſes of the Parliament of Eng/and, and with the 
advice and conſent of the parliament of Scotland, (which is now 
ſitting ) ſich courſe may be taken in relation to him, as may be 
for the good and happineſle of theſe Kingdoms ; both having an 
unqueſtionable intereſt therein.

Theſe Declarations, and Solemn Engagements were communi- 
cated to the Kingdom of Scotland before they did joyn in the 
War with the Houſes of Parliament : And alſo both Kingdomes 
entred into a So/emn League and Covenant, for Reformation and 
defenſe of Religion, for Uniformity in owe Conteſfion of Faith, 
Form of Church-Government, Directory for Worſhip and Cate- 
chifing ; for extirpation of Popery, Superſiition, Hereſte,Schilm, 
Profaneneſle, and whatſoever ſhall be found contrary to ſound Do- 
&rine, and the power of Godlineſſe ; for preſervation of the 
Rights and Priviledges of Parliament, and Liberties of the Sub- 
jeft ; for the honour and happineſs of the King and his Poſterity, 
and the peace and ſafety of theſe Kingdoms. 

In the year 1646. after the power and ftrength of the 
Enemy was broken, the Houſe' of Commons did, tpon the x7 
of April, publiſha Declaration ( which they likewife cauſed to 
be ſer up and affixed in every Pariſh-Church ) wherein they vin- 
dicated themſelves from ſeveral mi{-conſtrnftions,and'mifrepre-
